A Few Office-seekers Are “Turned 
Over” by Gossips 

The politicians have commeuced work at 
last, and the friends of the open candidates 
and dark horses are figuring around, the 
first named rustling outright for votes and 
pledges, and the latter feeling around to see 
what chance the fellows in the bushes 
avould have in case anything should take 
the other fellows out of the race.

4 Number of Gamblers Kick—They 

Don’t Know Which Way to Turn— 
A Little Excitement in Poker Cir- 
cles Last Night—Will Fight. 


All of the principal faro banks remain 
‘losed, with the exception of occasional 
“flyers” during the day for an hour or two, 
and an effort will be made to suppress’ even 
this. The poker rooms are all running, as 
it is claimed that this game is not included 
in the law, but atest case might be made 
on the “percentage” issue, as the “take- 
ouv’ in a public game is certainly a per- 
centage, being that part which goes to the 
house, It is claimed that no faro was 
played at 1344 Commercial street, Friday 
uight, as reported in Tne Times yesterday 
morning, but that only four disconsolates 
were amusing themselves with a game of 
seven-up. This statement, however, must be 
taken with a grain of allowance, Seven-up 
may have been the game when the officers 
called, but it is said by severatpersons who 
claim to have seen it, that faro was a 
during the evening, The hokey-pokey 
came at the Brunswick was running last 
night, however, beyond any’ shadow of 
doubt, between 9 and 10 o’clock, and there 
were between 15 and 20 men in the room. 
Chis place is said-to be a hard one to raid, 
but it can be got, if the officers will give it 
a little attention. There was also some 
talk about Whipple’s being running, but 
this is denied by the officers, and it is 
probably a mistake.

KAK-CHOPPERS. 


Their Playfaliness Kicks Up Quite a 
Kow in Chinatown. 

The publication of the facts in the 
Chinese abduction case in Tue TIMES yes- 
terday caused considerable stir both in 
Chinatown and police circles, and it was 
determined to sift the matter to the bottom. 
and bring the guilty parties to justice. 
With this object in view, Detectives 
Flickner and Boland started out in search 
of the girl, but were unsuccessful, as it was 
reported that the girl had left for San 
Francisco on the morning train in charge of 
a Chinaman. Chief Cuddy is of the opin- 
ion that they will try aud give the officers 
the slip by getting off the train somewhere 
about Fresno, but it sufficient evidence can 
be secured, the girl will be brought back 
and made totestify against her persecutors. 

But the officers did not stop in their work 
because the girl had been got. out of the 
way, but went on the trail of the men who 
were instrumental in finding the girl. and 
soon turned them up. They were Wing 
Yick Lung, a Chinainan, who keeps a smal! 
store on the Plaza, and Louis Silverstein, 
alias Williams, and Frank Gage, a couple 
of white men who hang out about China- 
town. The two were taken to the police 
station, where they were interrogated by 
the Chief at considerable length. Yic 
Lung said that the only connection he had 
with the case was that a Chinaman had 
come to his place and told him to pay Sil- 
verstein and Gage $200, which hedid. He 
did not know what had been done with the 
girl, and declared that he had no hand, 
either in her abduction or return. The 
Chief, however, did not appear 
to take much stock in Ling’s little 
tale, but had the wily heathen searched and 
locked up on suspicion, as he is confident 
that he knowsa good deal more about the 
transaction than he is willing to admit.

THE SODTHERN PAOIFIO CAT 
' OUT OF THE BAG. 


fhey Will Not Build a New Road to 
San Francisco—Los Angeles Peo- 
ple Building the Road — Other 
News Notes from Various Quar- 
ters. 
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That alleged Southern Pacific short line 
to the north has at last come to the surface 
ind assumed tangible shape. There is a 
corps of engineers at work on the line, in 
fact, there are two corps, and they are push- 
ing things as rapidly as,possible, but not 
for the Southern Pacific. 
nothing to do with the new line, much as it 
like to gobble it up. The new line 
is entirely separate from any of the 
Southern Pacific schemes, and not a dollar 
of Southern Pacific money goes into its 
construction. ‘The line has been con- 
founded with the work of the Southern 
Pacific simply because the engineers have 
had little to say about their work. The 
people readily assumed that from the dili- 
gent manner in which the work was going 
on the Southern Pacific must have some- 
thing to do with it, and the engineers have 
not cared to correct that impression. 

‘The fact of the business is the new line is 
projected by parties interested here in the 
city, though the names of those parties are 
not yet to be made public. All the business 
eperations consequent upon the survey are 
carried on in the city. 

The lineis to run, not from Newhall, 
Burbank, or the half dozen other points re- 
ported, but from Los Angeles, and its 
terminus is Santa Barbara. The correct 
route as already surveyed goes through the 
Cahuenga Pass, thence across the San Fer- 
nando Valley, crossing the property of the 
Lankershim Land Company and the old 
Ben Porter ranch. line then goes 
through about 12 miles of mountain ceuntry 
‘oa point a littie to the northwest of the: 
Santa Susana Pass. The old Southern Pa- 
cific survey through the same country found 
it necessary to construct a long tunnel at 
the pass. The new line, by going to the 
right of the pass, gets off with a tunnel 
about one-third the length of the old. 

Emerging from this tunnel the line en- 
asses within 2000 
feet of the Simi Hotel. t i? on through 
simi and Jos Posas toward the coast to 
From there it takes a northerly 
course to the Santa Clara River, which it 
crosses inthe rear of the Ventura Cafion, 
and then takes an almost direct course to 
Santa Barbara. 

The two corps are working on each side 
f the Sinta Clara River, one from Los An- 
zeles to the river, and the other from the 
river to Santa Barbara. Work has been 
zoing on there for some time in a quiet 
way, and the survey will be completed 
within a month or so. The Southern Pa- 
cific, from the frequent interviews with 
some of its officials, has been trying to 
create the impression that the line belongs 
‘o them, and some have gone so far as to 
state such things positively. 

The Southern Pacific want to go out into 
‘the San Fernando Vailey, and have lately 
nad men through that country in an at- 

eimpt to get arightof way. ‘Thus far they 
1ave not accomplished much, as the poopie 
ilding the lands say that the company 
vants to exact enough out of them to build 
‘ue road entire. A gentleman said yester- 
day that they wanted to build the road of 
nferior material, using old rails that are 
iow being taken off the other lines, ana 
the peopie are less willing to grant the 
right of way on that account. The com- 
mon he scheme is torun a spur from Bur- 
yank out to the limits of the valley. It 
would open up a very pretty aud arich 
country if it were carried through.

At that time, if you re- 
member, there was a big rush from Cali- 
fornia, especially Los Angeles, caused by 
the discovery of the Tombstone mines, Lots 
bf those who left Los Angeles then are 
bussing themselves for not staying here. 
Many have come back and abig majority 
bf the rest would, if they could. As it is, 
you can’t walk a bleck in Los Angeles with- 
but meeting an Arizonan, What makes it 
full? Well, to begin with, silver is very 
low—lower than it has ever been, It takes 


_ & pretty rich mine to pay nowadays, Then, 


Again, easterners whu invested in Arizona 
mines were in many cases badly 
BWindled—and, when not swindled, ruined 
by incompetent management—that they 
have fought very shy of mining invest- 
ments down there during the past few 
years. There has been no mining excite- 
ment since that at Quijotoa—the so-called 
‘Bonanza’ mines—four years ago, whieh was 
wot only a fizzle, but a fraud and busted 
every one who touched it. Again, the cat- 
tie business, which used to pay big, is no 
ponner profitable, Cattle were rushed 


n by the thousands and the 
ranges * are overstocked, Add to 
this a succession of dry seasons. and 


enormous transportation tolls levied by the 
Southern Pacific, and the consequence has 
been a thorough demoralization ot the cattle 
industry down there, The late spurt in 
copper has given a little chance to some of 
the copper mines, but the coming industry 
is agriculture, and particularly horticulture. 
Arizona is just as good a place for fruit- 
raising as Southern California was 20 years 
ago, when sheep were running over your 
hard-baked soil. There is plenty of water. 
All that is needed is to bring it on the land, 
and that is being dene very rapidly. It 
would surprise you to see whatis being 
accomplished between Yuma and Phoenix. 
Lots of your people are interested down 

" ® are going to have the boss 
raisin country of the world. Grapes con- 
tain more sugar, ripen earlier, dry quicker 


_ inthe sun. At present irrigation is chiefly 


confined to the vivinity of the rivers. 
By and by*our great mesas will have water 
brought on them—the work has already 

gun in some places—and then the 
Territory will become as thickly popu- 
lated as it was 10,000 years ago. 
Hot? Well, -yes; it’s rather warm there 
for, say four or five months in the year, in 
the valleys, but ng the rest of the year 
it is perfect. Then, in the more elevated 
towns, snch as Prescott, Tombstone and 
Huachuca, it is pleasant all the year round. 
You people ought to take considerable in- 
terest in Arizona. ‘We look upon 
Angeles as our headquarters, buy most of our 
supplies here, and come here to cool off in 
Bummer. Why don’t you start reduction 
works, so that we could ship our ores to 
you, which now go to Kansas City, Pueblo 
and Denver. It would pay. Petroleum 
makes the best fuel. ‘I'he Silver King mine 
is importing your petroleum for that pur- 

se, hauling it 500 miles by rail, and then 

miles by team. Arizona isa pretty good 
back-country for your city to develop. We 
would rather deal here than in the East, 
other things being equal.” 

Our Orange Orchards.—“I hear a great 
many regrets expressed that so many of the 
orange orchards of Los Angeles have either 
been uprooted or left to neglect,” remarked 
an old horticulturist; “but I’ve looked the 
matter all over pretty thoughtfully, and I 
have made up my mind that it perhaps 
won’t prové such a bad thing for us after 
all. A good many of our orchards were 
getting old, and the scale had got into some 
of them pretty bad, and this was the short- 
est way to getrid of the bugs. But Los 
Angeles is not going to do without her or- 
ange orchards by any means. She will 
plant new ones in different localities, and 
she will be watchful ot these and keep clear 
of the pests that were getting the upper 
hand of us. Los Angeles will always be a 
big fiuit region, and our shipments will 
s00n be on the increase, and the demand 
will be constantly growing here at home. 
The best citrus fruit grown here is equal to 
the best grown any where, and we are going 
to keep right along growing oranges, limes, 
figs aiid olives, and there will be thousands 
of fortunes realized right in this vicinity 
from the fruit industry. It is a better 
thing to tie to than all of our real-estate 
crazes,” 

Spring Street.—“You may go through 
the cities of the country and you won't 
find a handsomer business street anywhere 
than Spring street will be when the new 
buildings now in process of erection along 
its line are completed,” remarked an old 
resident Thursday while promending that 
thoroughfare in company with a Times 
scribe. “Just take a look up and down the 
street now from the Phillips block as far as 

ou can see in the other direction. The 

uildings are nearly all of brick, three and 
four stories high, massive, and possessing a 
geod deal of architectural beauty. Gad, 
what a change within the past four or five 


‘years! 1 remember the long lines of low 


wooden structures that extendéd almost the 
entire length of the street five years ago. 
But they are pretty much wiped out, you 
see; and then here’s our new street pave- 
ment, and our fine sidewalks. I tell you, 
Chicago wouldn’t be ashamed of Sprin 
street, and los Angeles may well be prou 
of it. Iam for one,” and the speaker stood 
still for a moment, and let his eyes sweep 
the extent of the street, and then with an 
air of supreme satisfaction walked on. 


Our Restaurants.—“1 should think that 
all Los Angeles dined at restaurants, to 
judge by the number of these establish- 
ments that you have, and ‘the way in which 
they are patronized,” remarked a stranger 
toa TIMEs representative on Friday. “And 
you've got some fine places in this line, and 
a man cin make a good meal at mighty 
reasonable rates. Of course there’s a differ- 
ence in the different places. 1 was in at 
@ie place yesterday where 1 got a good 
square meal, with dessert and coffee, for 20 
cents, and the place is as neat and inviting 
as any in the city, and, though everything is 
well served, the charges are a little fees 
than at the other eating rooms that I have 
visited, but I believe they don’t lose any- 
thing by their fair prices. The place is 
always crowded,”

The Doubtful States—An Encouraging 


° Qutlook. 


Next to the speculation regarding 
the Republican [residertial candi- 
dates, the probable standing of the 
doubtful States is the most interesting 
. political question of the day. 

Leaving out New York, New Jersey, 
Connecticut and Indiana, the other 
States in 1884 gave 182 electoral votes 
to the Republicans and 153 tothe Dem- 
ocrats. The number of electoral votes 
necessary to a choice is 201. Supposing 
the States—with exception of the four 
above mentioned—-vote this year as in 
1884, they would give the Republicans 
19 less than the number required to 
elect, and the Democrats 48 less than 
the requisite number. The deficiency 
must be made up from the four doubt- 
ful States—New York, 36 votes; New 
Jersey, 9; Connecticut, 6; and In- 
diana, 15. It will thus be seen that, 
under these circumstances, New 
York is absolutely indispensable 
to the Democrats. Should they 
carry the other three doubtful States 
and lose New York, the result would 
still be against them. On the other 
hand, the Reptblicans can get along 
without New York. They can afford 
to give the Democrats Connecticut and 
still have five votes more than are 
necessary, or New Jersey, and still 
have a surplus of two votes. 

When we come to investigate the 
outlook of these three doubtful States 
—Connecticut, New Jersey and In- 
diana—the result is by no means of a 
very encouraging nature to the De- 
mocracy. Cleveland carried Indiana 
in 1884 by a plurality of 6527. In 1886, 
however, on the vote for Lieutenant- 
Governor, the Republican candidate, 
Robertson, had a plurality of 3324—a 
Democratic loss of nearly 10,000. The 
vote for Congressional candidates 
in 1886 showed a  Rupublican 
plurality of 6192. When we 
take this in connection \with the di-

3238. Itis fair to presume that, with 
protection as a battle ery, they can roll 
up a yet larger majority this year. 
Thus, it will be seen that the outlook 
for Republican success this year is 
very bright. We may win all the 
doubtful States. We only need two of 
them. Cleveland was, made possible 
in 1884 by the sulking in _ their tents of 
a small discontented contingent of the 
Republican army, but Cleveland plus 
free trade is altogether too large and 
offensive a pill for the American voter 
toswallow. With any two fair, honest, 
representative Americans on the ticket, 
we look upon a Republican victory this 
fall as a foregone conclusion.

Press.—A careful review of the situation 
tonight leads to the belief that it is the 
sense of the gathering now here under the 
influence of many of the strongest men 
that to nominate Blaine is impossible, ex- 
cept in the contingency that the convention 
ballots for days without making a choice 
and the candidates unite in Mr. Blaine’s 
interest. It is undeniable that a few of the 
Blaine men would like to have the work of 
the convention so shaped as to make Mr. 
Blaine the outcome, and they are supposed 
in certain quarters to be making an effort to 
that end. 
There isarumor that Steve Elkins and 
R. C. Kereus have a letter in duplicate from 
Miss Dodge (‘Gail Hamilton’’), written two 
days after the Paris letter of Mr. Blaine, in 
which the statement is made: “lf the coun- 
try insists upon having Mr. Blaine for its 
leader he will accept, and immediately re- 
turn home and begin the canvass.” Itis 
asserted by those who should know that the 
facts about this matter are that the letter 
was written justafter the Florence letter 
and not after the Paris letter of Blaine, and 
was addressed to Elkins. A significant 
feature of it is that Elkins and Kerens have. 
been conferring as to whether they would 
publish the letter or not, and have allowed 
the fact to leak out that they have such a 
letter. This means that Elkins and Kerens 
and some others of the “old guard” would 
like to help along the Blaine movement. 
Ata dinner at the Grand Pacific this 
evening, at which were present ex-Senator 
Platt, Murat Halstead, Senators Farwell 
and Quay and others, the Blaine matter 
came up, and the opinion seemed to be that 
thus far the Pacific Coast effort had not 
created a decided ripple. The Cali- 
fornia men, however, have not abated in 
their advocacy of Blaine, and declare that 
they will place his name in nomination. 
DELEGATES AT SEA. 
It has been agreed upon by the leaders 
from New York, New Jersey and Connec- 
ticut that they will, if possible, unite upon 
a candidate. With Depew out, as at pres- 
ent figured, they are all at sea. This is one 
|of the great of the con- 
vention. Although the Depew move- 
ment seems nearly dead now on account 
of western opposition, still there are 
certain indications that by Tuesday or 
Wednesday Depew’s chances may be away 
up again. One gentieman prominent in his 
delegation says that the New York and 
New Jersey leaders agreed upon Judge 
Gresham immediately after the Buffalo 
Convention, but when the “Knownothing”’ 
story came out they abandoned him for fear 
of the effect it would have on the foreign- 
born voters. For a time then they leaned 
toward Harrison, but dropped him on ac- 
count of his Chinese record and other rea- 
sons. Gen, Alger was then made the favor- 
ite and was uppermost to their minds when 
they left home, but they have heard so many 
stories about the use of money that 
they have become frightened lest an 
Alger cimpaign would be denominated 
a “boodle”’ campaign.

The Mahone warty Working for’

CricaGo, June 16.—|By the Associated 
Press.| One of the developments of this 
evening is the open acknowledgment that 
the fight to seat in the convention the ad- 
ditional 16 Mahone delegates from Vit- 
ginia is in the interest of Senator Sherman.

The heated 
discussion was almost wholly on technical 
lines, devoted chiefly to the unit rule ques- 
tion, but its bearing could not possibly be 
misunderstood by the shrewd politicians 
composing the National Committee. Col. 
Hooker, national committeeman from Ver- 
mont and a champion of Sherman, declares 
publicly that the decision of the committee 
is the result of a combination of the friends 
of other candidates against the Sherman 

men. 

PENNSYLVANIA FOR SHERMAN, 
Senator Quay of Pennsylvania, who is 
looked upon as the leader of the delegation 
from that State, is for Sherman, and said 
today that while he did not care to assume 
anything in advance of the arrival of the 
delegation he was satisfied that Sherman 
would get most of their votes. Chairman 
Cooper of the State Committee is also in the 
city. Heis for Blaine, and says that on 
the start there will be about 40 votes from 
Pennsylvania for Sherman and 10 for 
Gresham.

Haines 
of the National Committee said that Maine 
regretted that Blaine bad withdrawn; that 
she regarded his withdrawal as a mistake, 
but she was bound to respect the ract of his 
declaration. ‘We are disposed to discour- 
age any demonstration,” he said. ‘“How- 
ever, if it should turn out that those now in 
the field cannot secure sufficient votes to 
nominate; if a deadlock should eventuate 
and the candidates agree to the presenta- 
tion of Blaine’s name, then we should be 
only too glad te have the honor to go to him 
by acclamation, but we shall do nothing di- 
rectly or indirectly to compass that result.”

June 16.—[Copyrichted, 1888, by 
the New York Associated Press.| The first 
full declaration of the new Emperor’s poilcy 
is now understood as taking the form of an 
address to the Prussian people, which is ex- 
pected to be issued on Tuesday. The 
Reichstag will be summoned to moet June 
25th to receive the message, and shortly 
afterward the Emperor will formally take 
the oath of constitution before the Land- 
tag. The impression in ministerial circles 
is that the address will be brief; that it will 
be explicit upon the Emperor’s desire to 
maintain peace, and will be guarded upen 
the subject of the relations between the 
Crown and the people. 

The remains of Emperor Frederick were 
placed ina coffin tonight and then carried 
to the catafalque which has been erected in 
in jasper galicry. The coflin is identical 
with that in which Emperor William was 
buried. 

A POST-MORTEM HELD. 

Profs. Veas@how, Waldeyer aud Bergmann 
wentto Frederickskron Palace at the re- 
quest of Emperor William and remained 
for two hours. Their presence gave rise to 
an accurate report that Emperor William 
had ordered a post-mortem examination to 


_be made, alihough the Dowager Empress 


Victoria was averse to it. Besides the doc- 
tors who conducted the autop$y Count von 
Stolberg Weinegerode, Court Chamberlain, 
remained during the examination, which 
proved the existence of cancer. Dr. Mac- 
kenz'e’s friends state that he concurred in 


finding of the post-mortem. 


The transfer of the remains to their final 
resting place will take place on Monday 
morning. Among those who have already 
arrived to attend the funeral are the King 
of Saxony, Grand Duke of Hesse and Duke 
Saxe Weimar. 

ITALY’S MESSAGE. 

Prince Bismarck has received the follow- 
ing telegram from Sig. Crispi, Italian 
Prime Minister: 

“The misfortune that has befallen your 
country has also plunged Italy into mourn- 
ing. Though foreseen and dreaded for a 
long time, this end, so tragic in its sim- 
plicity and grandeur, is a cruel blow to our 
sovereigns, who have lost a tried friend. 
The Italian Nation, which saw in Frederick 
a sympathetic and venerated personifica- 
tion of the glorious German Nation, is a 
faithful ally of your Government. The 
King transmits an expression of his pro- 
found sorrow, together with his ardent 
wishes for the prosperity of the new 
Emperor’s reign. Accept my persona! 
assurance of sincere sympathy in your 
sorrow. It needs all the strength of mind 
Your Hichness has given proof of to Bear 
with fortitude such painful losses occurring 
at such sliort intervals.” 

Emper# William and Empress Victoria 
will reside inthe marble palace, where the 
Emperor today received Count von Stolberg 
Winegerode, Count Enlenberg and other 
ininisters. 

THE NEW EMPEROR’S POLICY. 

The Berlin press as yet refers only in 
suggestive asides to the political result of 
the ascension of Emperor Wiliian to the 
throne. The appearance of today’s message 
to the army is the first public act of the new 
Emperor, and has quickened public percep- 
tion of the fact that Germany is entering 
upon a new régime. No person expects im- 
mediate developments pointing to a critical 
state of affairs, but all the best informed 
military and diplomatic authorities are 
aware that the new Emperor’s desire is to 
hasten the final outcome, whatever it may 
be, of the present political situation. As 
Crown Prince he freely expressed the view 
that the condition of armed suspense in 
Europe for over two years ought to come to 
an end, that the triple alliance was able to 
defeat any possible coalition and ought not 
wait fora convenient time for its enemies 
to open the attack. His deep and open ad- 
miration tor Prince Bismarck is considered 
as likely to bind him for some time to 
the Chancellor’s policy, but within his own 
circle his character as a resolute, somewhat 
self-willed and ambitious man, produces the 
belief that, despite his friendship for and 
devotion to Bismarck, he will not wait long 
before seeking to give a decided impetus to 
Germany’s foreign policy. His military 
ardor, which was forcibly expressed in his 
address to the navy, isin unison with his 
impetuous and arbitrary temperament. For 
atime he will be ready to listen to the 
Chancellor’s advice, but ere long, unless 
that advice corresponds with his inclina- 
tions, he will give Bismarek trouble. Mean- 
time, he is not only thoroughly infused 
with Bismarck’s policy, but is submissive to 
the Chaneellor’s guidance... This deference 
is seen in his acceptance of the Prussian 
Ministry as at present constituted, with 
Count Zeidlitz Trutzsbur in Herr von Putt- 
kamer’s place. If the new HKmperor had 
followed the ideas he held when he was 
Crown Prince, Herr von Puttkamer would

Lonpon, June 16.—The English Court

is two weeks longer than that adopted for 
the late Emperor William, it is possible 
thata general public mourning will be 
ordered. 

Tit Haeur, June 16,.—The King vis- 
ited the Embass yesterday to condole on 
Emperor Frederick’s death, and ordered the 
Court to go in mourning for a month.

Roms, June 16,—Cardinal Kapolla, Papal 
Secretary of State, visited Herr von 
Schoser, German representative at the Vat- 
icin, and condoled with him on the Em- 
peror’s death. ‘The Pope has entrusted 
Cardinal Galimberti, papal nuncio at_Vi- 
enna, witha mission to congratulate Em- 
peror William [lon his succession to tne 
throne. 

FRANCE DREADS THE NEW RULER. 

Paris, June 16.—It is useless to deny 
that, under cover of assumed confidence, the 
death of the Emperor has caused a feeling 
here very much like dismay. lt is impos 
sible not to notice the silent agitation 
which pervadea the Chamber of Deputies 
when His Majesty’s decease was an- 
nounced. Emperor Frederick re- 
spected here as a lover of peace, and 
mingied with expressions of sorrow at his 
death are dismal! speculations as to political 
consequences, Rightly or wrongly, the 
new Emperor is regarded as being ani- 
mated by bitter hatred for France and de- 
sirous to render his reign memorable by 
fresh laurels culled upon the battie-field at 
the expense of his hereditary foe. 

Count von Munster, German Embassador, 
has rotified the Minister of Foreign Affairs 
that the funeral of Emperor Frederick will 
be private, only relations of deceased and 
representatives of reigning houses of Europe 
being present. France, therefore, will not 
send a representative. 

Count Zeialitz has been appointed Prus- 
sian Minister of the Interior to fill the va- 
cancy caused by the resignation of Herr 
von Puttkamer. 

The telegram from President Cleveland 
was among the first received. 

VIEWING THE REMAINS. 

PotTsDAM, June 16.—Since 1 o’clock this 
murning a ceaseless stream of visitors 
passed through Friedrickskron palace for 
the purpose of viewing the death chamber 
and geting a last look at the Emperor.

May Providence, who has 
so sorely tried this dynasty, henceforth 
cover it with his benefits, and permit our 
neighboring empire to enjoy long years of 
peace and prosperity under the scepter of 
her young sovereign.” 

The Official Messenger of St. Petersburg 
says: “The sincerity, open-heartedness 
and philanthropy of the deceased monarch 
have won not only the love and attachment 
of his subjects, but also the sympathy of all 
friends of peace. The very thought of this 
cught now to unite nations, whatever have 
been their relations with Germany, ina 
common feeling of heartfelt sympathy with 
afflicted Germany, ana reverence for the 
memory of the departed.” 

Novosti says it hopes that Emperor Fred- 
erick’s brief humanitarian reign will leave 
an ineffaceabie trace on the German peo- 
ple’s future, and upon Germany’s interna- 
tional policy.

She has taken 
account of the good he was able to achieve 
during his all too short reign, and has not 
reproached him with the evil he was unable 
to prevent. A new scene is now about to 
be disclosed. The present Emperor, Will- 
iam LI, is young, active, high..spirited. He 
succeeds the departed philosopher, but his 
rsonal influence will not make itself felt 
‘ora long time tocome. William II can be 
put the executor of the wishes of the Ger- 
man Richilieu. William reigns, but more 
than ever, Prince Bismark governs.”’ 
Another journal says: “It is not without 
uneasiness that Europe, including Germany 
herself, witnesses the succession of Will- 
iam Il. Bismarck, it is true, is on the 
spot; but the Chancellor begins to feel the 
burden of his years. Beside, there is no 
guarantee that his policy will be exactly 
what it was under William I. Let us, 
therefore, be on our guard without fear as 
without imprudence.”

THE LANKERSHIM, 


One of the Fine Sections of the County—Cheap 
and Good Land—A Tract with a Splendid 
Outlook for the Fatare. 

[Burbank Times.| 

The majority of eastern people have come 
to eur section with just about enough money 
to purchase a few acres of land and build a 
temporary habitation thereon; they have 
gone diligently to work, and wil in the course 
of time have beautiful homes and a posses- 
sion that will bring them in a very comfort- 
ubie living. Had the price of land been more 
within their reach, they could have spent the 
difference in amount in improvements. and 
today there would be magnificent residences 
where taere are but sma.l, though neat, cot 
tures. 

The Lankershim Ranch Land and Water 
is an organization of gentlemen who 
purchased 12,000 acres of the Lansershim 
ranch, situated about two and a quarter miles 
totke west of Burbank. ‘This holding has 
been the property of J. B. Lankershim. who

The price 
of land was placed ata remar ably low figure, 
and the terms of payment were fixed on such 
easy terms that any man of energy cou d 
tord to bind himself to take quite auract. We 
do not believe that anytract of land in the 
eouth has been purchased rapidiy as thia, 
and since the Ist of February, 158 there has 
been over %30),000 of land sold. Nearly 1000 
acres have been put into fruit trees anu vines, 
and the way tha: they are flourishing proves 
conclusive y thatthe land is particulsariy aud 
peculiarly ajiapred tofruit and vine-rai-sing. 

bout luw0.aeres of the Lankershim is as 
levy | asa floor, the majority of which is of 
that deep. dark loam that everything thr ves 
© «xcellentliy in; thereis no hardpan, and 
positively no alkali, and the jand is of that 
mellowness that causes it to almost ;»owdcr 
when turned with the plow; there are no 
rocks, and the land is cleared of beush, deep- 

‘outed we des, ete, making it very easy to cul- 

tivate. There are portions, however, that are 

in what are termed “river washes,” that is, 
dry beds of rivers; it would seem that 
these portions would be of little or no 
good, but the water that formerly founda 
course on the surface now has a passage way 

a short distance under the surface, indeed in 

places reaching to within a tew inches of the 

top. This iand would proiuce more height in 
gum trees (eucalypius) than even the vetter 
land. and for alfaifa could not be dupl cated. 

Alfalfa roots penetrate the ground to a great 

depth, and after once rooted require no atten- 

tion, other than aiiling the weeds; the drop- 
ping ot the aead leaves would manure the 
ground.and in the course of time the land 
would become aloam. Several «pots in these 
wasbes, have been planted to fruit trees, and 

in n» instance bas tne trial been a failure. 
The portion.of the San Fernando Valley in 

which lies the Lankershim is protected from 
the fogs that blow in from the ocean, and at 
the time fruits and grapes are ripe fli for dry- 
inw, there is nota particle that reaches it. thus 
permitting drying fruit to remain out of doors 
ail the time without fear of mildewing. 

There is represented inthe fruit that has 
been planted, every yariety, from the plebian 
upple toths patrician orange and olive, and 
reaily we have never seen a more ravid 
growth for the length of time they have been 
set out; the owners of the trees have been 
exceedingly tortunate, but fewof the trees 
dying. and none that were pianted when they 
should have been. Asafruit-raising section 
the Lankershim is already a success and we 
confidently look for over 2uW/ acres to be 
planted in trees and vines the coming seasoa. 
So great has been the demand for trees that 
Byron UO. Clark, the pioneer nureeryman, is 
pr-paring 160 acres for truits and 320 acres for 
ornamental trees. 

The Lankereh m is beautifully laid out, and 
its position gives ita great advantage in the 
way of disposing of the products of the soil. 
Los Angeles via the Cahuenva puss, is but six 
miles distant, enabling producers of perish- 
»ble fruits and berries to get them into a 
market early ana secure the top prices, and 
the railroad (Hurbans) is also very near, 
giving but little trouble to ship fruit to 
eastern points. Weare assured by officers of 
the Sou hern Pacific Company thata branch 
railroad will be run from Burbavuk, which wiil 
make the course through the Lankershim 
townsi'e and the center of the tract. The 
Santa Fe system, we are also informed by 
officers of that company. cont+mplate run- 
ning aline through this tract, and the line is 
now being surve) ed. 

Water is secured by boring, and is reached 

at from l0to 4) feet; it is pure, soft and in 

such quantities thatit cannot be lowered in 
the least by heavy pumps. Windmills are go- 
ing up on every hand, it being estimated that 

a lJ-foot mill will raise eneugh water to irri- 

gate five acres of land very thoroughly. 

This eection of California has always been 
blest with a sufficient rainfall, and a short 
crop has never been known. The composition 
of the land is such that it ho’ds moisture very 
close to the surface, even in the month of 
September just before éhe rains have set in® 
tbe ground is damp within a foot of the top. 

In about the center of the ranch has been 
located the town of Lankershim. San Fer- 
nando avenue, six miles long, running north 
and south, and Central avenue, over three 
miles long, rumuning east and west, cross at 
right angles at the town.
